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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. §101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10, 12, 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. 

3. Based on Supreme Court precedent (Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 (1981); Parker 
v. Flook, 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalkv. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane 
v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780, 787-88 (1876)) and recent Federal Circuit decisions, §101 process must 
(1) be tied to another statutory class (such as a particular apparatus) or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or materials) to a different state or thing (the Supreme Court 
recognized that this test is not necessarily fixed or permanent and may evolve with technological 
advances. Gottschalkv. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 71 (1972)). 

4. If neither of these requirements is met by the claim(s), the method is not a patent eligible 
process under 35 U.S.C. §101. 

5. In this particular case, regarding the first test, in performing the steps of the claimed 
subject matter, there is no requirement that a machine be used, thus the claims are not considered 
sufficiently tied to another statutory class. Regarding the second test, since the claimed subject 
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matter may be performed using only human intelligence, the steps do not sufficiently transform 

the underlying subject matter to be statutory. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10, 12, 13, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The 
omitted structural cooperative relationships are: Is the computer system a singular system or a 
multiple device computer system with peripheral devices that carry out each of the steps in the 
method? What structures are used to carryout each of the method steps? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claiml-4, 6, 7, 10, 12, 13, 37-40, 42, 43, 46, and 48-50 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by KOPPELMAN (US 6,662,164). 

Koppelman discloses a method for consolidating net payment and debt management 



using a computer system comprising: 
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obtaining one or more ledger items for a distributor from a commission model; 
generating compensation for said distributor by processing said one or more 
ledger items through one or more adjustment rules, wherein each of said one or more 
adjustment rules operates on each of said one or more ledger items (see Koppelman 
Abstract, column 2, line 50 to column 3, line 9; and column 7, lines 35-54); 

Koppelman discloses various rules which contain conditions that must be met (see 
column 11, lines 12+), but fails to disclose repayment rules per se. Because Koppelman 
discloses that fact that a ledger item represents an amount paid to a sales representative in 
a point-forward embodiment (see column 18, lines 6+) and that promotions calculate an 
earnings payment based upon a formula using several performance variables (see column 
7, lines 25-26). It is notoriously old and well known in the art that performance variables 
constantly change based upon conditions which may increase or decrease compensation 
after certain compensation has been distributed to a sales representative. Thus it would 
have been obvious for an artisan of ordinary skill at the time of art to provide a 
repayment rules for advances received by a distributor to correct any over compensation 
or erroneous payment provided by the system to a sales representative. Such a 
modification would create a more efficient system and save money. Thus a modification 
would be an obvious expedient to one of ordinary skill in the art.
